“The apparent falling off in the gold re- 
serve was caused by a misunderstanding in 
taking up, in the gold reserve, the statement 
of the treasury department from the daily 
reports of-transactions sent from the sub- 
treasury at New York, a large amount of 
gola which had been deposited for examina- 
tion and count, and which should not have 
been included in the gold reserve until the 
final certificates of deposit upon which 
bonds could be issued were delivered. 

“The February figures quoted in the ar- 
ticles as withdrawn include the heavy with- 
drawals of the earlier part of that month 
before the gold purchase contract was made, 
and one single large item not withdrawn for 
export concerning which there has been 
considerable newspaper comment. 

“The writers of the articles evidently do 
not understand foreign exchange or the 
method of doing business therein, The treas- 
ury officials who are charged with the 
responsibility of those transactions have no 
anxiety whatever in regard to the method 
which is, and has been, pursued by the 
sellers of the gold coin under the recent 
contract. They are satisfied to contemplate 
the fact that for five weeks the withdrawals 
of gold coin have not exceeded the normal 
amount, with the exception of the instance 
quoted above, and that no exports of gold 
whatever have been made during that time. 

“In regard to the excess of government 
expenditures over receipts, it is well known 
that the latter are rapidly increasing, and 
that up to this time nothing has been receiv- 
ed from the income tax and very little from 
sugar duty, both of which will be important 
elements of government receipts in the near 
future. 

“There is plenty of money in the treasury 
to pay the appropriations and the statement 
in sore articles, ‘That if the treasury had 
the money, the passage of the enormous 
appropriation bills would lead to the imme- 
diate disbursement of immense sums of 
money,’ is totally untrue, There is a ques- 
tion of law as to when the appropriation 
for the payment of the sugar bounty be- 
comes available, and, until that question is 
settled, it will be impossible to make any 
payments thereunder, Moreover, all the 
claims for bounty must be adjusted before 
payment, since payment must be prorated 
if the appropriation is insufficient. 

“The total available cash in the treasury 
today amounts to $83,371,495. aver and above 
the $100,000,000 allowed to cover the gold 
reserve, which is $89,745,594. 

“The treasury officials have no anxiety 
as to their ability to meet all obligations 
in the immediate future with ease, and are 
confident that the expected revival of busi- 
ness will assure the future. The prosperity 
of the country will be greatly hastened 
when some effective method is found of 
checking these alarmist articles written by 
newspaper correspondents and newsgather- 
ers, who are willing to sacrifice the truth 
and their own consciences—if they have 
any—to create a cheap sensation and play 
upon the feelings of an already overwrought 
public.”’ 


LOCAL OPTION IN INDIANA. 


The Nicholson Bill Passed the Senate 
Yesterday. 

Indianapolis, Ind., March 8.—Cheers filled 
the senate chamber at noon today when 
the final vote of the senate upon the Nich. 
olson bill was announced. The bill, with 
the local option feature intact, was passed 
by a vote of 38 to & Senator Creamer, 
who has opposed the bill in many sections, 
Said as he voted: “The republicans who 
have left their party on this question are 
soreheads and hypocrites, but there is one 
person in this world for whose opinion I 
care, and she is my mother. For her 
sake I vote for the bill.’ The galleries 
cheered. 

The senate spent the morning in making 
amendments to the bill. Senator Seller’s 
amendment was adopted, substituting the 
county auditor, instead of the county coni- 
missioners, to whom remonstrances 
agaf{nst saloon Keepers must be 
made. Kern’s amendment was adopted, 
making it unlawful for druggists to sell 
liquor without a prescription. from a phy- 
sician. Imprisonment Inay be added on a 
second offense, 

An amendment was passed that only 
men can hold saloon licenses. On the 
final bill most of the democrats voted for 
the bill as did others who had fought it 
right along. It is believed that the house 
will pass the bill as the senate did not 
strike out the local option clause. 

The governor will sign the bill now that 
the responsibility has been removed from 
him, and Indiana will have local option. 


NO NEWS GIVEN OUT. 


Orders to Employes of the Treasury 
Department. 

Washington, March 8.—Copies of treasury 
circular No. 148, issued in September, 18933, 
are being distributed officially to the treas- 
ury heads of bureaus and divisions. The 
first clause reads: 

‘“‘No information in regard to the trans- 
actions of an official character in this de- 
partment is to be communicated to any 
one not authorized to receive it.’’ 

Another section requires authorization to 
be received from the secretary of 
the treasury or the assistant secretary. 
Heretofore this restriction as to informa- 
tion has not been construed to embrace the 
press and it is understood ig not now in- 
tended to so apply, but refers to claim 
agents and attorneys.

Lincoln, Neb., March 8.—(Special.)—The

one of the largest demonstrations ever seen 
in the state. On that day Mr, Lryan will 
be just thirty-five years of age, While the 
meeting is to be under the auspices of this 
democratic club, republicans and populists 
are glad to assist in the demonstration,

GUILTY OF MURDER. 


Harry Heyward Is Convicted on the Yery 
First Ballot, 


MAD GLANCES SHOT AT THE JURORS 


Otherwise No Special Emotion Is 
Shown by the Defendant, 


HE GRINS AT THE SPECTATORS 


One of Them Shoutsto Him That He Isa 
“Dead Duck,” but He 
Says “Not Yet.” 


Minneapolis, Minn., March 8.—Attorney 
Erwin concluded his address in the Hay- 
ward case this morning. Scarcely a mo- 
ment had elapsed after the close of Mr. 
Erwin’s address, when Judge Smith, by a 
slight rustle of the manuscript before him, 
announced that he was about to open his 
charge, — 

Through long lines of legal phraseology 
he read the definition of what constitutes 
a charge of murder in the first degree 
until he had reached the summary of his 
opinions concerning the evidence. The ef- 
fort of the defense to establish the theory 
that she was killed by blows rather than 
by a pistol shot, the court took to be sim- 
ply an effort to discredit the testimony of 
Blixt and as to the value of that effort it 
was for the jury to decide. The first thing 
which they would be called upon to con- 
sider when they entered their room, the 
court stated, was the evidence that Blixt 
was the man who directly committed the 
murder of Miss Ging. If they could not 
agree upon this primary point, said the 
court, they need not consider the case 
further, but return a verdict of not guilty. 
But, if they agreed ypon this point that 
Blixt did commit the murder, then they

were to pass on to the second question, 
did Harry Hayward instigate, induce and 
secure Blixt to commit the crime? If they 
found that he did, then they were to bring 
in a verdict of guilty as charged. 

His honor gave the usual explanation of 
what constituted a reasonable doubt, and 
set forth clearly and impartially the va- 
rious alternatives to which the belief or 
discrediting of the testimony would en- 
title them, and only when he came to the 
question of motive was the monotony of 
the charge broken. 

Judge Smith’s Charge. 

“If you find from the evidence that the 
prisoner had sufficient motive that would 
induce him to commit the crime, you are 
to take that into serious consideration in 
connection with the other testimony. It 
will be one of the important factors in 
the deciston of your verdict. 

“It was presumed,’’ the court said, ‘“‘that 
the loans were valid, and it was incum- 
bent upon the state to prove that they 
were not so. In doing this, however, it 
was not necessary that the jury accept only 
direct testimony it could take into con- 
sideration circumstantial evidence and legal 
proofs.’’ 

Reviewing the salient arguments of both 
the prosecution and the defense still fur- 
ther, Judge Smith said that, in drawing 
conclusion from this evidence, they could 
take into consideration their own experi- 
ence and observations and conduct of the 
witnesses upon the stand. The evidence of 
an accomplice should be carefully taken, 
and its reliability closely examined, as well 
as any hopes or promises of remuneration 
held out to the other witnesses. 

‘“‘When the verbal testimony of the de- 
fendant is in evidence, the whole must be 
taken together by you and carefully con- 
sidered. This case, although a charge of 
murder in the first degree, is to be re- 
ceived ‘and treated by you the same as 
any other case, however slight the law 
fixes the punishment. You are not to take 
into consideration the opinions, statement 
or theories of any of the attorneys in this 
case unless founded upon evidence. You 
will now take the case and render a ver- 
dict in accordance with law and evidence.” 

The jury then retired at 10:50 o’clock 
a. m. 


A Verdict of Guilty. 

The jury after retiring, ate dinner, took 
one ballot and found Hayward guilty of 
murder in the first degree. At 2:10 o'clock 
it reported an agreement and at 2:30 o’clock 
@ verdict was rendered. 

When Hayward appeared he was as fault. 
lessly dressed as usual and apparently as 
cool as ever, but he welt somewhat out of 
humor, for he threw his hat down on 
the attorneys’ table with force enough to 
split it. His attorney cautioned him not 
to exhibit any temper and he submitted. 

When the verdict was presented every 
eye was turned to Hayward as the clerk 
started to read the paper. There was noth- 
ing in his face to indicate that he had 
heard a word of it. He threw his head 
back as the word “guilty” was pronounced, 
but it was only to adjust his collar band. 
He did not change color in the slightest. 
Then, looking around at the crowd, he 
raised his eyebrows inquiringly. 

During the polling of the jury he listened 
to the answers, but the expression on his 


face was one of indignation rather than 


any other sentiment. 

In obedience to the instructions of County 
Attorney Nye, who was absent on account 
of sickness, A.. H. Hall, assistant at. 
torney, moved for immediate sentence, but 
the court decided not to pronounce sen- 
tence until Monday. Hayward was then 
taken back to jail under a strong guard 
of officers. He grinned at the mob and ap.- 
peared to be interested in its noisy demon- 
strations. . 

“Goodby Harry, old boy; you’re a dead 
duck,” yelled one of the crowd as Hayward 
was being escorted back to the jail. 

“Not yet,” answer Hayward in a firm 
voice. 

The jury was averse to talking at all 
about anything, but it was ultimately 
learned from one of the members that a 
vote was not taken until about a half hour 
after dinner and that only one was nec- 
essary. 

W. W. Hayward learted the news of his 
son’s conviction from an extra paper pur- 
chased from a newsboy. Dr. T. T. Hay- 
ward, a brother of Harry; spoke as fol- 
lows about the verdict: 

“I have told my father all along that 


nothing but a verdict of guilty could be 
expected from the line of defense which 


believe now that Harry ever did the thing. 
I fought against the adoption of this line 
of defense all along. Harry’s condition of 
mind was not right on moral questions. Call 
it insanity if you will. His mind was dis- 
ordered on that subject. He could not 
distinguish between right and wrong. 
Father would not admit that his,son could 
do such a thing even if he was insane, and, 
therefore, he insisted on this line of de- 
fense.’”’ 

Monday, April 15th, has been set as the 
date of the trial of Claus A. Blixt. It is 
learned from good authority that Judge 
Pond will hear the case in accordance 
with an agreement between the judges. 

Arrest of Miss Waechter. 

Two of the most important witnesses in 
the defense of the Hayward case were to- 
night arrested on the charge of perjury, 
upon complaints sworn out by R. R, Odell, 
attorney for Claus A. Blixt, the real mur- 
derer, While the warrants were issued at 
the instance of Odell, it 8 the prevailing 
opinion that he is acting .n accord with an 
agreement with the state’s attorney, The 
witnesses arrested are G. A. Grindell and 
Miss Maggie Waechter, formerly a stcnog- 
rapher in the employ of Blixt’s attorney, 
The testimony upon which the warrzut for 
Grindell is based is that relative to that 
“mysterious third man.”’ Grindall declared 
positively that on the night of the murder 
he saw a man enter the buggy which Miss 
Ging was driving, near the West hnotei. His 
testimony was uncorroborated, wh:le 
number of other witnesses said he was a 
milé or more away from the ‘Vast notel at 
the time specified. 

Miss Waechter’s testimony was in regard 
to a statement claimed to uave been made 
by Blixt to his attorney to the effect that 
Acry Hayward ha@ instigated the murder 
and that the two had planned to throw the 
crime upon Harry should they be arrested 
for it, Miss Waechter had testified that 
Blixt made the statement that Adry was 
the instigator of the murder and had: been 
severely chided for so doing. 

The arrests were totaHy unexpected and 


in the Central police station early this even- 
ing, Several other witnesses ure aid to 
be on the state’s list, but some of them are 
known to have left the city. 


TOM WATKINS HANGED 


For the Murder of Old Man O’Bannon 
at Little Rock. 

Little Rock, Ark., March 8.—The execu- 
tion of Tom Watkins took place this morn- 
ing, the drop being sprung at 9:55, and the 
body cut down at 10:10 o’clock, The neck 
was broken by the fall and the murderer 
died almost instantly without a quiver, 
Watkins made a speech on the scaffold, 
warning all to profit by his example, and 
declared that he did not kill O’ Bannon, 
but had been hired to watch the old man 
by. William Goccio, who had told him that 
he was going to kill O’Bannon, He said 
that Goccio had done the killing, although 
he did not see him do it. 


BURNED BY BURGLARS. 


They Rob a Store and Then Fire It. 
Officers Close on Th Trail. 

Chattanooga, Tenn., Muth B8—(Special) 
The store and stock of Martey & Edwards. 
at Georgetown, Meigs county, Tennessee, 
was burned to the ground before daylight 
this morning. The mischief is believed to 
have been the work of incendiaries, and 
a request was received here for blood- 
hounds, but was not complied with. The 
stock was valued at about $8,000, with in- 
surance of $4,200. Georgetown is twenty 
miles from the nearest railroad station, 
and forty miles northeast of here. The in- 
cendiaries first blew open the safe, secured 
a small amount of money and after load- 
ing a wagon with merchandise, set fire to 
the store building and a large warehouse 
adjoining. Officers are close on their trail. 


CHARGED WITH FORGERY. 


Arrest of a Western Union Clerk at 
New Orleans. 

New Orleans, La., March 8.—Arthur 8. 
Shaw. a young man employed by the West- 
ern Union Telegraph Company as receiving 
clerk and assistant cashier, was held in 
$1.250 bond by Recorder Whitaker, in the 
criminal district court this morning on the 
charge of forgery. Shaw possessed aspira- 
tions to be a high roller, and as his sa.ary 
did not admit of this, he forged.the name 
of Manager West and made drafts upon 
several banks to the amount of several 
hundred dollars, The evidence aga:rst him 
is very damaging. 


BAD STATE OF AFFAIRS. 


Penitentiary Needs Re- 
forming. 

Nashville, Tenn., March 8.—(Special.)—The 
penitentiaty committeee is sitting behind 
closed doors, but the developments are too 
prison seems to be kept secret. The main 
prisin seems to have been rather loosely 
managed. No less than a dozen infants 
have first seen the light of day there in 
the past few years, two of them recently. 
One negress has an almost white baby two 
months old. Another negress, not yet a 
mother, says nobody outside the institution 
is responsible, nor any of the guards, Two 
other female convicts have not been kept 
in the female wing, Testimony today show- 
ed that Warden Buchanan has been acting 
as banker for some of the convicts and 
that they have had considerable trouble 
in drawing amounts due, Buchanan denied 
owing one convict named McKinney any- 
thing, but McKinney had Buchanan's due 
bill for $50 and produced it. Other amounts 
were owing to other convicts and members 
of the commitiee say Buchanan's state- 
ments were equivocal and contradictory.

Another Advance in Whisky. 

Chicago, March 8.—General McNulta, one 
of the receivers for the whisky trust, has 
announced a second advance in the price of 
spirits. It goes into effect at once, the 
raise being % a cent a gallon. This makes 
a total advance of 1% cents a gallon since 
the Spirit Distillers’ Association was form- 
ed several weeks ago. The price is based on 
the market value of corn, being changed 
to correspond with the fluctuations of the 
market, The plans of the reorganization 
committee which has undertaken to take 
the whisky trust out of the hands of re- 
ceivers, will be made public in New York 
tomorrow.

The Negroes Who Emigrated to Mexico 
Are Having a Hard Time. 


NO CORN MEAL OR BACON DOWN THERE 


Spanish Cowboys Armed and on 
Horseback Guard Them. 


PEG WILLIAMS SAYS DO NOT GO 


The Planters Do Not Allow the Blacks to 
W rite Home—They Charge Double 
Price for Supplies. 


San Antonio, Tex., March 8.—(Special.)— 
“Peg Leg” Williams, the negro colonizer 
who is well known throughout the southern 
states, arrived here today from the 1anch 
near Mapimi, Mexico, upon which the 700 
negroe families from Alabama and Georgia 
were recently colonized. He is thoroughly 
disgusted with the scheme of colonizi:g ne- 
negro families from Alabama and Georgia 
disclosures concerning the condition of the 
negroes Who have. been taken tlere by 
him and W. H. Ellis, of San Antonio, 

In a circular issued today, headed ‘‘State- 
ment of Facts, Regarding the Wovement of 
Negroes to Mexico,” “Peg Leg” Williams 
says: 

“This is to certify that the inducements 
offered by W. H. Ellis, who claims to rep- 
resent the Mexican Colonization Company, 
are far from being carried out, although 
some of his statements regarding tne land 
and raising of cotton and corn are true, He 
was to have houses ready sixty days frcm 
January 15th for each family, and they 
were to have house room ready for the cn- 
tire colony on arrival of the people, v hich 
was not the case. After traveling for four 
days and nights, cramped up in cars, they 
were driven in wagons from Muapimi S8ta- 
tion twenty-four miles from tne ratirvad, 
They had nothing to eat all day, wnd it 
was very cold for that country. On arrival 
there they were forced to amp out around 
their wagons with the women and chiidren, 
thereby catching colds during tne night, 
Up to the time I left they were still out 
with their wagons, but they were cleaning 
up an adobe house, which was connected 
with the cotton gin shed, a place about 
twenty-feet wide and sixty feet deep, in 
which to put thirty-four families and 196 
souls until the special adobe nouses cculd 
be built, They were also compelled to be 
under the management of a Spaniard who 
has never had any experience in nancling 
colored people and can speak very little 
English. 

Guarded by Armed Men. 
“They were also guarded by Mexicans 
whe ride Mexican horses and who are regu- 
lar guards, armed with six-shooters and 
Winchesters attached to their saddles and 
are paid $12,500 per month tc guard the prem- 
ises aud to look after the labor on said 
place. 

“These people know nothing about color- 
ed people’s ways or habits, and it will, 
therefore, be very hard to have any mutual 
agreement or to harmonize any class of 
labor under such ‘conditions, either to the 
success of the labor or to the enterprise, 
Each man was to have his contract and 
krew what his railroad fare was to be and 
his traveling expenses, This was not done, 
and you will therefore see that they were 
left in the dark, noi knowing what they 
are getting or what their expenses will be 
in a distant land, 528 ‘niies from the line of 
the United States and through a desert 
country, where there are stations at dis- 
tances of only every fifty or sixty miles 
from Eagle Pass to Torreon, I think they 
had arranged before I left there to sup- 
press any letters that might be written 
back to their people here unless they were 
written to suit them, until they can make 
a few more shipments, 

“Of course you can work your letters 
through on the quiet by parties who might 
be passing and get them to mail them. 

“There is no corn meal and no bacon 
meat, and the colored man will have to live 
on such slops as the Mexicans use in that 
country, They charge double price for the 
rations, I know the nature of the colcred 
people and what farming is, and muke this 
statement on account of having been impli- 
cated in making the first shipment of ccl- 
ored people to Mexico, and on account cf 
erroneous statements made tg me by W. H. 
Ellis and friends of his who corroborated 
what he said. I found that they were all 
interested in the scheme of getting the 
handsome commission of $5 or % per head 
on every one that he induced to locate on 
this ranch. 

“T am responsible for this statement, as it 
is after about fifteen days’ investigation, 
going to Mapimi and to the ranch and re- 
turning and seeing and knowing cf what 
I speak.” 


A STEAMER CHARTERED 


To Convey Negroes to Africa—Othcr 
Vessels to Follow. 

Philadelphia, Pa., March 8—D. J. Flum- 
mer, president of the International Migra- 
tion Company, of Birmingham, Ala., today 
chartered the Danish fruit steamer Horsa 
to convey to Liberia the negroes of the 
southern states, who are to be taken as 
colonists to that country. The Horsa 
will leave here on Tuesday for Savannah, 
and is expected to sail from Savannah on 
the 12th of the month with 200 negro col- 
onists for Monrovia, Liberia, Other steam-

St. Louis, Mo., March 8.—The epidemic of 
smallpox has spread to such an extent 
that the city and state authorities have 
decided to take heroic measures in dealing 
with the disease. A cagps of pl.ysicians 
v sited the workhouse this morning and af- 
ter examining the four hundred inmates, 
found twelve prisoners who are said to be 
suffering from smallpox. They were quar- 
antined and the remainder vaccinated. 
This afternoon a thorough inspection of 
the public schools will be commenced and

The state board of health met with Gov- 
ernor Stone today, at Jefferscn City, and 
issued a proclamation prohibiting sheriffs 
of all the counties in Missouri from bringing 
prisoners to the state penitentiary while 
the smallpox exists in so many towns of 
the state. The proclamation is taken as a 
precautionary measure. There are 122 
snallpox patients at quarantine in St.

Into an Open Switch. P 

Evidence as to the cause of the accident 
is conflicting, The engineer, Dave Moore, 
claims that the switch was set wrong and 
appearances bear out the truth of his claim. 
Others claim that the switch was changed 
after the wreck, The staple which should 
hold the switch lock was broken, but the 
break was old except for a distance of one 
thirty-second of an inch. Moore reversed 
his lever when he saw the switch was open 
and threw on the brakes, but as the speed 
of the train was fifty-five miles an hour, 
it could only be slightly checked before the 
engine crashed into a coal car standing on 
the side track and drove this coal car en- 
tirely under a box car. This box car was 
landed on top of another coal car. 

In the meantime, the train behind the 
engine jumped the track and completely 
demolished everything under it. Swerving 
to one side, it careened and the first-class 
ccach turned over on its side, down the 
embankment, carrying the sleepers with it. 
Then people fell out of the berths and. 
seats into a confused mass of humanity, | 
struggling upon the floor and against the 
windows. 

She Saved One Child. 

At this time Mrs. Suber and child fell 
through the window and were mangled up 
under the coach. Although she was be. 
ing literally ground to death yet she held 
her infant so as to keep it unhurt inside 
the coach, 

As soon as the train stopped, Mr. Roland 
Reed broke out a window and immediate 
ly commenced to rescue the ladies who 
were unable to get out of the car as it 
lay upon its side, One passenger, whose 
name is unknown, is still missing and may 
be under the overturned train, If so, he 
is terribly mangled. Mr. Lemon and Mr. 
Begg, of the Southern railway, soon reach- 
ed the wreck and cleared the track for the 
southbound local passenger train tonight. 

The verdict of the coroner’s jury crimin- 
ates the railroad for negligence and care 
lessness. 

The switch was changed by drawing the 
spikes out of the track, making the rails 
of the track fit the rails of the siding. A 
key found near the switch shows that an 
effort was made to unlock it. Railroad 
men charge changing of the switch to 
some party who, through motives of re- 
venge, sought to wreck the train. 

All of the cars of the train were thrown 
off the tracks, but only the first class 
coach and the first Puliman turned over. 

The Fullman caught fire after being 
turned over, but the was stopped before 
any damage was done, There were seven 
members of the Roland Reed company in 
the overturned sleeper. 

Mrs. Myers is prbably worse hurt than 
any other member of the company. Her 
back was injured by being thrown violently 
against the end of the berth partition. 
Miss Rush was thrown through a window 
and her right arm was badiy cut. The 
injuries to the others were more or less 
on account of the shock. 

Neither the engineer nor fireman was 
hurt and the total damages to the engine

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A ississippi River Packet Sinks in the 
Obio at Cincinnatt. 


EIGHT OR MORE PERSONS DROWNED 


The Steamer Struck a Bridge Pier and 
Went Down in Thirty Minutes. 
A Thick Fog on the River. 


; Cincinnati, March 8.—The handsome Cin- 
Cinzatl and New Orleans packet, Uongfel- 
low, went to the bottom of tho Ohio river at 
7 o’clock this morning. Eight or more per- 
Sons went down with her. She sank in 
thirty feet of water opposite Marmet coal 
landing at the fcot of Smith street. She 
Struck a channel span of the Chesapeake 
tridge and sank within three minutes. 

According to the best information eight 
persons Were lost, but there were over one 
hundred people on board the boat when she 
struck. The pllot in charge of the boat 
Says the fog was so dense when she struck 
that he was unable to discern the pier in the 
mist and was not aware of its proximity. 

The steamer literally crumbled to pieces 
imniediately followirg the collision and the 
bew of the boat sunk while the cabin and 
Stern floated. 

The bocy of James Miller, a porter, has 
teen found. The missing are Captain Jorn 
T. Porter, chief clerk. of Newport, Ky.; 
David Albright, passenger, Rome, N. Y.; 
Gus Schevan, barkeeper, New Orleans; Mike 
Rvssell, deck hand, Cincinnati; Reardon, 
deck hand, Cincinnati; unknown woman 
invelid from New York and hf physician, 
Dr. Anderson, also of New York. 

Pilots Could Net Control Her. 

The rea! cause of the accident, it was 
said, was that the boat, like the ill-fated 
Stute of Mississippi, was so unwieldly that 
she became unmanageble and the pilots 
were powerkss to control her. 

The boat was to have left here for New 
Orleans last night, but was prevented from 
doing so on account of the dense fog. River 
men say the fog was even greater this 
morning and the boat should never have 
left. It was decided, however, by the owner 
of the White Collar line, which owns it, 
to send the boat out, and the towboat 
Hercules Carrel was sent out to aid her in 
passing beiow the bridges. The Carrel was 
secured to the stern of the Lonzfellow, and 
both boats passd down the river to a point 
about fifty yards above the Chesapeake and 
Ohio bridge, where the Longfellow became 
entirely unmanageable. 

Watchers on shore say the boat’s bow 
pointed directly for the Kentucky shore 
and when fully fifty yards distant it was 
seen that a collision was inevitable. The 
Carrel swung around and the strain aimost 
caused the hawsers to part, but they held 
fast for the time being and it was thought 
for a moment a collision would be averted, 
but a moment later it became apparent 
that she would strike. Many of the pas- 
Sengers were in their staterooms engaged 
in sorting their baggage and preparing for 
a long trip. bead 

Strill blasts of the whistle on both the 
Cerrel and Longfellow were the first warn- 
irgs of any danger, and the doors of state- 
recms were hurriedly thrown open, while 
the passengers gathered together on the 
front part of the cabin deck. The fog was 
so dense that they could see nothing and 
few of them were aware of actual danger. 
The officers were cool and collected, and 
retained their presence of mind, for the 
mcst part, even in the face of imminent 
Ganger. The crew was summoned in front 
of the boiler deck and preparadions rapidly 
made for removing the passengers—many 
of whom were !adies—to the Carrel, which 
was still moored alongside. 

Against the Bridge. 

All this occupied but a fraction of the 
time between the moment when it was first 
seen that the boat would strike and the 
actual collision. The sound when the boat 
struck could be heard for several squares 
along the river front and sounded as if the 
walls of a great building had fallen. A 
moment later the river was biack with 
flosting wreckage and freight. 

The passengers had escaped to “he Car- 
rel and when the collision oceurred the 
hawsers broke, while the Carrel drifted to 
the Kentucky side of the Ohio. The wre2k 
sank quickly and three minutes later 
scarcely a vestige remained. 

The number of missing and dead, so far 
as known at this time by ithe boat’s agents, 
is eight, but this number may be increased 
wlen the floating wreckage is overhauled. 

There were about forty passrengers on 
the boat; a crew of fifty-two and about 
twenty laborers. None of the latter are 
known, as they are only shipped for the 
river and transfer company, a short dis- 
tance below the Chesapeake and Ohio 
bridge. Even the number of laborers is 
= Ecos and, therefore. It is impossible 

n whether or not any are miss. 


Colbert’s Narrow Escape. 

William Colbert, second clerk, was among 
the last to leave the boat, and he was also 
the last to see Captain Carter. When he 
Saw that the boat was about to strike the 
pier he hurried to his own Stateroom, where 
his wife was dressing. having just arisen. 
His young son was with her, and hurried- 
ly warning them to prepare to leave the 
boat, he passed on through to Captain Car- 
ter’s stateroom. Captain Carter was just 
putting on his shoes and was standing 
near his berth. Colbert hastily shouted the 
warning to him to leave the boat, as she 
would strike in another moment. 

Captain Carter appeared to be dazed for 
the time being and unable to realize the 
full importance of the warning, for he con- 
tinued to lace his shoes. Colbert, without 
waiting further, hurried back to his own 
stateroom, and taking his wife both ran 
to the deck and jumped from this to the 
roof of the deck of the Carrel. Colbert’s 
son followed them, and all three escaped 
uninjured. A moment later the Carrel’s 
hawser b:oke and she drifted off to one 
side. Captain Carter could be fairly seen

Longfellow and then the wreck drifted 
away. 

The steamer Longfellow was one of the 
largest, best known and handsomest pack- 
ets on the Ohio river. She was a stern- 
Wheeler, and up to about two years ago 
was known as the U. P. Schenck. At that 
time sho’ was purchased by her present 
owners, the White Collar Line Company, 
and her name was changed to the Long- 
fellow. She was freighted almost entirely 
with reaping and mowing machines for 
the southern market. The consignment 
vonsisted of more than 300 machines and 
was billed to Vicksburg, Yazoo City and 
New Orleans—doubtless the largest ship- 
ment of harvesting machines ever made at 
one time out of Cincinnati, and shows that 
the south is preparing for a period of pros- 
perity. 

An’ interesting fact connected with the 
shipment is that the goods were actually 
sold, and were not being shipped down there 
on exhibition. 

The Walter A. Wood Mowing and Reap- 
ing Machine Company, which made the 
shipment, invited the local stock exchange 
and Chamber of Commerce members to 
visit the boat and inspect the immense 
cargo of machinery before the start. 

The steamer struck the pier just abaft 
her boilers. All was confusion and the 
passengers were so hastily aroused that 
only a few of them had time to get their 
clothes. The Carrel hastened to the 
Longfellow’s assistance and the latter's 
passengers were transferred to the Carrel’s 
deck. Hardly had the last one saved land- 
ed on the uninjured steamer when the 
Longfellow parted amidships and disap- 
peared in the muddy stream, bow first. 

tHe pilot house and some upper works 
floated down stream and were picked up 
late in the afternoon. All papers and rec- 
ords were Jost and nearly everything in 
the way of personal property of the passen- 
gers and crew. 

Wars Cut in Two. 

During the hasty transfer of the survivors 
James Miller, a colored porter, became more 
frigitened than the rest and jumped. Just 
as he did so the beats came together and 
miscalculating the distance, the unfortunate 
darky was caught between them and his 
body ground in two. A moment later both 
pertions of the inan fell into the river and 
disappeared. 

The cause of the accident as conceded by 
all river men who knew the Longfellow was 
th» steamer’s refusal to obey her rudder 
when she felt the strong current below 
the suspension bridge. When the vessel 
struck the pier, Captain Kirker was in 
command with Pilots Whitten and Trimmel 
at the wheel. Clerk W. J. Coibert, who 
was in the office, had but a moment’s no- 
tice of the danger, but hastening to his 
wife’s stateroom he succeeded in arousing 
her and getting her to the Carrel in safety. 
His son leaped from the wreck to the Carrel 
and was saved.

On western rivers the register of passen- 
gers is only kept on. the boat. None of the 
office papers have been recovered, but 
the officers of the boat feel assured that 
they have accounted for all the crew and 
passengers.

A Fight for Life. 

When the force of the shock was felt, 
the colored roustabouts were among the 
first to realize the extent of the disaster. 
They made a wild rush for the Hercules 
Carrel, trampling passengers under foot 
and throwing them aside in their rush for 
safety. Several of the passengers resist- 
ed such treatment, among them Ed Skid- 
more, a brother of Charles W. Skidmore. 
a telegraph operator at the Grand Central 
depot, who was aboard the Longfellow to 
see a party of friends off. Mr. Skidmore 
was in the lead of his party, and when the 
roustabouts made their charge for the Car- 
rel, he realized that he must fight for the 
lives of the ladies and his. own. Catching 
up a life preserver, he knocked one of the 
negroes down, and, helping his friends 
aboard the Carrel, he returned to the 
Longfellow to see if he could offer any 
assistance to others. By doing so he was 
enabled to save two children and two more 
lddies, after which there was only time 
to save himself before the boat sank. 

Another passenger on his way to Mem- 
phis with four small children managed to 
make his way through the crush and save 
himself and little ones. 

David Aldridge, the invalid who was 
drowned, was the superintendent of the 
poor at Rome, N, Y., and probably met his 
fate while going back to the Longfellow 
after seeing his wife safely to the Carrel. 
He left his overcoat and satchel in his 
Stateroom, and in going back for it got 
caught as the boat went down. Mrs. Ald- 
ridge is at present at the Palace hotel, 
as gre also Dr. Mary Armstrong and Miss 
Harrington, her patient. Mrs. Aldridge is 
completely prostrated over her husband’s 
death, and is left without clothes or money 
by the accident. 


ENGINEER NUFFER’S STORY 


About the Wreck in Mexico in the 
Inter-Oceanic Railway. 


St. Louis, Mo., March 8.—A special from 
Laredo, Tex., says that Engineer John 
Nuffer, the American, who is held respon- 
sible by many in Mexico for the wreck on 
the Interoceanic railway February 28th 
last, arrived in Laredo yesterday. He 
gives the following as the correct /story 
of the accident: He was pulling the first 
section of an excursion train, which was 
returning to the City of Mexico. There 


accident occurred at .2:06 o’clock, twenty” 
minutes after he had left Tenango, in 
which time the train ran only seven kilo- 
meters. This, if true, proves that the 
train wes not running at a high rate of 
speed, as has been charged. At the point 
of a curve, the fourth coach left the track, 
having broken an axle. This set the au- 
tomatic brakes. The engine and first 
three coaches did not go forward more 
thah twenty feet. The colored coach, be- 
hind the one which left fhe track, was 
what is known as an English ironclad, the 
framework being of steel and the sides 
of iron. This coach plowed through the 
two. coaches in front of it and caused the 
havoc which cost many passengers their 
lives. The passengers in this coach all 
escaped. 

“As soon as the accident occurred,”’ says 
Nuffer, “I went to the rescue of the suf- 
ferers and while engaged in doing all I 
could to relieve their sufferings, I was 
warned that I had better get away from 


' the scene, 


as some of the young men 


threatened to kill me because they had 


lost their relatives in the wreck. I was 
fired upon and slightly wounded in the 
hip. I immediately left the scene and 
escaped to the City of Mexico, from whence 
I came to the United States, and had I 
not been a Mason I never could have 
gotten out of the country. Mr. Sullivan, 
superintendent of the Hine, was with me 
when the accident occurred.

MRS. MARY MEYERS BADLY HURT

Last night at 8:20 o'clock, on the Southern 
railway, western system, Roland Reed and 
his company arrived in Atlanta Uirect from 
the wreck which occurred on the same road 
yesterday morning at & o’clock. 

None of the players are seriously injured 
except Mrs. Mary Myers, of New York, who 
is badly cut about the arms and hurt in the 
back and right knee. 

Roland Reed, Miss Isadore Rush and Mrs, 
Myers were driven immediately to the Ara- 
gon hotel. The actor himself is not badly 
injured. He is bruised in both legs and cut 
Slightly about the hands and arms. 

Miss Rush, with a white bandage wrapped 
about her right arm, tells about the tragic

Roland Reed Talks. 

Reed was seen in his room last night, He 
had jammed himself down in a big rocker, 
and was talking rapidly to Miss Rush and 
others of his troup, who had gathered to 
discuss the various experiences of the day. 

“Talk about wrecks! Have you ever been 
in one”’ said the actor with a brightened 
experssion, “It was horrible, We were 
jerked and wrenched until I wasn’t aware 
whether I was living or not. 

“I’ve been traveling for twenty years and 
it was the first I was ever in. That train 
must have been going sixty miles an hour, 
I never saw such a crash, If a cyclone had 
dangled every plank by itself those cars 
couldn’t have been torn up any worse. 
They were piled and shattered and torn and 
broken and battered until there was nothing 
but a mutilated mass. I will never travel 
again at night, I got enough. of it, O-u-c-h, 
my leg; I can’t bend it. 

Was in the Upper Berth. 

“It was just one minute after 5 o’clock,” 
he continued, ‘I had been up late, It was 
nearly three when I left the smoker, where 
I had been talking to some of the boys— 
they were courteous fellows—and got to the 
berth. 

“Now, I always take the upper berth and 
give the lower to Miss Rush here, so that 
we will occupy the same seats during ‘the 
day. 

"J had dropped off to sleep and the first 
thing I knew I heard that jarring, grating 
noise that made the whole train quiver 
like a leaf 

‘**My God!’ some lady cried—she was in 
front of us—‘we’re off the track!” 

*“S-h-h-h-h, keep quiet my—but before I 
could say a thing the coach gave a lurch 
and over we went, down, down, down, It felt 
as if we must have turned over five times 
when we had only turned over on the side 
of the coach. 

Miss Rush Bobs Up. 

“Then the glass began to break, the tim- 
bers were crashing everywhere and my 
first impression was that everybody was 
killed except myself, for there was not a 
human sound, It was an awful moment— 
that dead, mysterious, silence after the 
first shock, when nothing but the escaping 
steam and the creaking of the cars and the 
hoarse rumbling of the wheels, yet spinning, 
reaches you, You picture the dead and dy- 
ing about you. The horrible uncertainty is 
painful. You are afraid to speak, You see 
death everywhere. 

“TIT can’t say how it happened, but Miss 
Rush was piled down on me, and the first 
thing I knew she had bobbed her head up 
above several seats. 

“*What is the matter?’ she says. 

‘Nothing,’ says I. ‘Keep quiet. We're 
in a wreck.’ Then a big fellow. that 
weighed about 250 pounds, from Chicago 
began to squall over on one side of me. 

**Let me out! Let me out!’ he says, and 
I could hear his tears dropping against the 
window pane. I thought it was blood at 
first; but I found out better. 

***Not without a derrick,’ I said, and be- 
gan to look after Miss Rush as soon as I 
could. 

“She was mixed up in the intricacies of 
seats and cushions and blankets. There 
was no way to get out. 

When the Gas Tank Exploded. 

“Then there was an explosion just above 
us in the car. It was the gas tank and I 
could see the flames reaching up further 
and further. Something must be done. So 
I doubled my fist and burst out the glass 
just above our heads. The car was on the 
side. What d’ye think of that? 

“T reached for Miss Rush and began to 
help her out. But the big man from Chi- 
cago, wanted to get ahead and I had to 
push him back. 

Back in the Car Again. 

“We got on top of the car and in some 
way, I never could understand, both Miss 
Rush and myself stepped through a win- 
dow again and that is where she got hurt. 
“She wasn't scratched in the face, as the 
papers today said, for she had presence of 
mind enough to throw up her arm over 
her face, and as she fell through the glass 
cut her arm. 

“*Come up again,’ said I, and I lifted 
her on top once more. When I got up 
again I saw the rest of the fellows run- 
ning on the outside of the train and look- 
ing in the debris for me. 

“*Look after Mrs. Myers,’ I yelled. ‘She's 
in the front of the car. 

He Left His Wife. 

“Then I went to work to get the rest of 
the ladies from the car. That fellow from 
Chicago had escaped and left his wife be- 
hind.. I succeeded in lifting the seats from 
about her and getting her on top. There 
was another lady whom I assisted to get 
out while the coach was burning. 

“I met her this morning after the acci- 
dent. ‘Bad wreck,’ said I to her. 

“*Were you in it? she said. 

“*Well, I reck; didn’t I lift you out? 

*“"Oh, beg pardon,’ she cried. ‘I didn’t 
know you with your clothes on.’ Now, 
what do you think of that? I don’t blame 
her. I was in a pretty plight, I was. 

Dead with Her Babe. 

"Tt looks easy to sit down and talk over 
all this, but it was awful. That dead 
woman with her poor child, both killed in- 
stantly. 

“Another child, a poof little suckling, 
weaped without @ scratch. The mother 
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and child were in the coach, jist in front 
of us. It was pitiful. 
His Purse Was There. 

“The first thing I thought of when | 
body was out of the coach,” conting 
actor, “was my vest. I knew 
purse was in it and there was a veBy large 
amount of money there. For s days 3 
hadn't made a deposit. My wa was 
there, too, and I wouldn’t have partéd Wun 
that for all the money. be 2; 

“I wanted my boy to get over in there 
and fish it out, but he demurred, and it 
was 9 o’clock this morning before I got it. 

“We left about noon. No; I'll never travel 
by night again. I’m not badly hurt, just 
a Rip Van Winkle walk, that’s all.’’ 

The actor said that he was uneasy about 
Mrs. Myers. She was seriously injured 
in the back. Dr. Westmoreland had been 
called and would probably have to take 
several stitches in her arm and about the 
knee cap,, which was badly out of place. 

Miss Rush Cheerful. 

“Oh, I'm not so badly hurt,” said Miss 
Rush, with an effort to appear cheerful. 
“I jumped down from the top of the car 
and hurt myself a little that way. My 
arm was cut, you see, when Mr. Reed and 
I fell back after we had got out on top 
of the car. 

“Don’t say that I was badly hurt, be- 
cause my family will be so uneasy about 
me.’’ 

The messenger boys are kept busy carry- 
ing telegrams up to Reed’s room. They 
are pouring in from every direction, mes- 
sages of condolence, inquiry, and of every 
other nature.

TRADE REVIEW.

The General Business Situation Has 
Improved. 

New York, March 8.—Bradstreet’s tomor- 
row will say: 

“The general business situation shows 
more improvement, From several centers 
this is declared to be due in part io the 
adjournment of congress, and to some ex- 
tent to better weather. Gains are shown in 
increased demand for lumber and other 
building materials and in receipts of larger 
orders for structural iron and steel, togeth- 
er with the absorption of available stocks 
of bessemer pig iron. In the south, Au- 
gusta cotton factories have received a large 
number of orders, many for future deliv- 
ry, and in almost all directicns jobbers re- 
port increased sales of staple dry goods, 
hats, shees, millinery and hardware. Fine 
foreign woolen goods continue to attract 
tne special attention heretofore reported, 
and are competing successfully with cor- 
responding American grades, London wool 
sales report a moderately higher and strong- 
er market. 

“Cotton goods generally are weaker, and 
print cloths once more down to 2%c. for 
64s. Jobbing at Charleston is more active 
and a number of merenants are north to 
obtain goods, Improvement is shown in 
sales of shoes and clothing at Memphis, 
and there is a better feeling in Louisiana 
since the passagévef the sugar bounty ect, 
Atlanta and Augtista report larger sales of 
hardware and drx.goods Trade has been 
quite siow at Chattanvoga and Nasnviille,dut 
the outlook is for improvements. At Jack- 
sonville and Savannah business is fair and 
collections moderately so. Some improve- 
ment is reported from Birmingham, where 
collections continue slow. Galveston ad- 
vices are that trade is net as good as a 
week ago.” 

What Dun & Co. Says 

R, G, Dun & Coa weekly review of trade 
tomorrow will say: 

“Congressional ddjournment, and. proof 
that, though the rate of exchangé rises 
to an éven above the shipping point, gold 
does not go out, have produced a much 
better feeling. Prices do not improve, 
and there is on the whole no gain, but 
some loss in wages, while strikes of 15,000 
coal miners near Pittsburg and several 
thousand building workers here, besides 
strikes in ten or twelve textile and iron 
establishments, further lessen the pur- 
chasing power for the time. But the an- 
ticipation of improved demand for goods 
is general, and many are manufacturing 
and buying beyond present needs on the 
strength of it. Fears of financial disorders 
no longer retard. 

‘Three causes help the iron industry for 
the time—expectation of another’ great 
strike at the coke works, reports that Bes- 
semer Lake ore will advance, and a moder- 
ate increase in demand for products. Sales 
of Bessemer iron to three great Pittsburg 
companies, said to aggregate 125,000 tons, 
protect them against the change in ore 
and the output of coke, over 150,000 tons 
and shipments larger than ever, seem to 
prepare for a strike. The increase in de- 
mand is on the whole small, much of it 
due to new building throughout the coun- 
try and some to better orders for —— 
and wire nails, while wire rods and plat 
are in fair demand, but prices have not 
advanced. Commer bar is a shade strong- 
er at Pittsburg, while at Chicago a better 
demand is seen in most branches. 
“Strikes to resist reduction of wages in 
eeveral textile works, and reductions effect- 
ed in some others, by means contradict the 
accounts that the mills are receiving 
somewhat better orders. Prices of goods 
are very low, and print cloths have fallen 
to 2.44 cents below any former record, The 
rise in cotton helps the goods market this 
week, but is not guaranteed to last. 

“Money markets have hardened some- 
what ,and rather more commercial paper 
is offered, especially in dry goods. 

“Liabilities of failures in February amount 
to $11 250,122, against $17,895,670 last year, 
$3,619,782 being in manufacturing against 
$9,109,986 last year, and $6,924,692 in trading, 
against $8,220,207 last year. Failures for 
the week have been 234 in the United 
States against 248 last year, and 68 in 
Canada against 60 last year.’’ 


Consamption Not Contagious. 

Cincinnati, O., March 8.—(Special.)—The 
resolution to isolate consumptives at the 
pesthouse came before the hospital trustees 
yesterday. A protest from Dr. Amick’s at- 
torneys, threatening legal action, was 
read. Two hospital doctors persisted that 
consumptives be sent to the  pesthouse. 
Four smallpox patients are there. Mayor 
Caldwell and other trustees opposed the 
removal. By unanimous consent the resolu. 
tion was tabled indefinitely, never to be 
resurrected. Mayor Caldwell suggested the 
use of the Amick treatment at the hospital. 
Definite action was deferred. This victory 
won, Dr. Amick will battle for consump- 
tives everywhere. He is mailing free ac- 
counts of his victory and the Amick con- 
sumptive records to physicians and con. 
sumptives who write him.

Last Tuesday Harry Tindall, the seven- 
teen-year-old son of Mr. H. C. Tindall, 
a hardware merchant and one of Macon's 
most prominent merchants, came home un- 
expectedly to his parents. Harry entered 
the navy of the United States two years 
ago. For the past fifteen months he has 
been at Bluefields ds signal boy on the 
cruiser Marblehead, which reached Nor- 
folk about last Sunday. Young Tindall, 
with others, was transferred to the Dolnhin 
which was ordered to foreign waters on a 
three-year cruise. Harry did not like the 
prospect, and being dreadfully homesick, 
slipped away from Norfolk the day the 
Dolphin was to sail, and reached Macon 
on Tuesday. When his father learned what 
he had done, he directed him to return at 
once to Washington and report. If he re- 
ports inside of ten days from the time he 
ran away, no severe punishment will be 
yisited on him. His father bought a ticket 
for him to Washington and gave him #. 
He left yesterday morning via Augusta. 
He was accompanied by a man claiming to 
be Lieutenant Simpson, and a personal 
friend of Commodore Ramsey. Who Simp- 
son is no one here knows. He suddenly 


- made himself known to Tindall’s father as 


a friend of Harry’s, whom he met in King- 
ston, Jamaica. When Harry confronted the 
man Harry said he never saw him before. 
Simpson claimed to be boatswain’s mate 
on the Dolphin. He endeavored to ingra- 
tiate himself in the favor of Mr. Tindall, 
and desired Tindall to give him the money 
with which to buy Harry’s ticket. Tindall 
mistrusted Simpson and bought the ticket 
himself and gave it to his son. Simpson 
said he was going to Washington Saturday, 
put as Harry would leave Thursday, he 
would hasten his trip and go then. He 
said he always rode on a mileage book. 
When Harry and Simpson reached Augusta 
yesterday afternoon Simpson managed in 
some way to get Harry’s money, jumped 
him and went to Savannah, as published 
in this morning’s Constitution.

He also wrote a letter 
telling of his experience with Simpson, and 
said he thought he was a deserter from the 
navy.

DID IT MEAN SUICIDE, 


A Mysterious Express Package Sent 
® _ to Alten. 


Americus, Ga., March 8.—(Special.)— 
What is the meaning of the express pack- 
age sent to Allen, the slayer of Paul Slade, 
of Dawson, at the jail here? Is Allen ad- 
dicted to the use of morphine, or was sui- 
cide conittemplated? The whole case is veil- 
ed in the deepest mystery. 

It was about 9 o’clock in the morning 
that a neat express package was delivered 
to Sreriff Forrest. ‘The package was ad- 
dressed to Charles Allen, but in compliance 
with the jail rules it was opened by the 
ofiicers. Imagine their surprise when two 
bottles, each containing a ciear liquid, were 
taken from the box. 

Strange to say, there was no label on 
either bottle, which fact increased the sus- 
picion of Sheriff Forrest that all was not 
right. Dr. Raines, the county physician, 
was sent for and the suspicious bottles 
turned over to him. 

A careful examinattion of the contents was 
made and the liquid found to be a solution 
of morphine. The two bottles contained 
perhaps a half pint of the deadly drug, 
sufficient in quantity, perhaps, to kill a 
half dozen men. The bottles were returned 
to Sheriff Forrest, and it is needless to 
State were placed where Allen will never 
get them. 

Who sent him the poison is now the in- 
teresting question that puzzles the officers. 
Why were the labels left off the bottles, 
when the law requires that all poisons shall 
bear a red label om the package? Again, 
what was Allen going to de with it? 

The mysterious package was sent from 
Dawson, Allen’s home. 

The killing of young Slade by Allen was 
one of the most deplorable tragedies ever 
enacted in Georgia, and according to a full 
account of the affair, was without provoca- 
tion so far as yet known. Allen is a single 
man, while his victim had a wife and six 
little children.

/TORNBY WILL GET IT 


There Is No Donbt of a Decision in 
His Favor. 


BOTH SIDES OF THE TENNESSEE CONTEST 


The Result Will Be Evans’s Nomination 
in ‘l'wo Years—Some Lively Poli- 
tics Ahead in Tennessee. 


Nashville, Tenn., March 8.—(Special.)— 
Governor Peter Turney will retain his seat 
as; the chief executive of this staie. 

There has been no real doubt of this 
from the first, and it has been acknowl- 
edged by the attorneys for Colonel Evans, 
the republican claimant, who, however, 
are making the strongest fight they know 
how in order that they may show the exact 
condition of affairs in this state. 

Whether Governor Turney has a better 
case than Colonel Evans is largely a mat- 
ter of opinion; but that the case as pre- 
sented to the tribunal that is investigat- 
ing it makes a better showing for 
Governor Turney, there is no doubt. 

The Situation As It Is. 


A prominent democrat explained the sit- 
uation to me in this way: 

“You see,’’ said he, “the attorneys for 
Governoy Turney ‘scored a good many 
points by going into details in their 
Charges of fraud. The investigating com- 
mittee decided that it could-only consider 
specific charges of fraud and of failure to 
produce poll tax certificates, and, in the 
preparation of the papers in this respect, 
Governor Turney has been the more for. 
tunate. In several counties where there 
were unquestioned democratic frauds the 
investigation into these was stopped by this 
ruling of the committee. 

“I presume,” he continued, “that it will 
never be known just how many fraudulent 
votes were cast in that election. It is un- 
doubtedly true that. the provision requir- 
ing the production of poll tax certificates 
was very. gererally disregraded all over 
the state.” 

The republicans acknowledge that Gov- 
ernor Turney will be seated, in fact, they 
seem to have had little doubt of it from 
the first. But they say and they seem to 
believe that Colonel Evans is entitled to 
his seat on the face of the returns and that 
a full investigation into the case will prove 
his rights to be continued as governor. 
The frauds in East Tennessee if there 
were any, they claimed were doubled if not 
trebled by frauds in west Tennessee. 

Colonel Evans's Manifesto. 

Colonel Evans has issued a manifesto 
addressed to the people in which he calls 
the contest a farce and he disclaims all 
responsibility for it. He claims that there 
is no doubt of his being the successful can- 
didate and that the investigation is simply 
for the purpose of setting aside and re- 
versing the will of the people. He de- 
clares that the general assembly set aside 
the plain mandates of the constitution in 
not opening the official returns at the 
time specified. The contest law, he said, 
was passed simply for this emergency. 

He says he was surprised to learn that 
Turney’s case hinged upon the one techni- 
cality of non-production of poll tax receipts, 
and argues that if a voter produced his 
receipt in August, that should be satis- 
factory evidence to the judges of the No. 
veraber election. He charges that the com- 
mittee to investigate proceeded to legislate, 
make pleadings and eliminated his most 
serious charges. The committee refused 
to investigate the charges made in over 
twenty strong democratic counties that 
many voters had not paid poll taxes. He 
says the action of the committee leaves 
but little to be determined except the cost 
of the investigation. 

He says he has received many inquiries 
as to why he contests, and therefore writes 
this letter. He is the contestee and the 
defendant, and is not responsible for the 
farce nor for the costs. He is engaged in 
an unequal contest. The entire power of 
the state government is against him. The 
coal oil inspectors, entire revenue depart- 
ment, railway tax assessors and even the 
state superintendent of public instruction 
have abandoned their offices and taken the 
field against him. Neither he nor counsel 
have done anything to bring shame to the 
name of Tennessee, but is fighting within 
the law and constitution in defense of 
right and justice. 

The Logical Sequence. 

The result of it all is going to be that 
while Governor Turney will hold for the 
two years, Colonel Evans will be the logi- 
cal candidate for the governorship on the 
republican ticket at the next election. In 
the present state of affairs it is by no 
means certain that Tennessee will remain 
in the democratic column.

The International Conference. 

A correspoudent who has evidently 
been “taken in” by some of the gold- 
bugs who are masquerading as interna- 
tional “bimetallists,” writes to ask what 


grounds we have for supposing that 
the proposed international monetary 


conference will amount to nothing sub- 
stantial. 

The grounds are so many and so vari- 
ous that it is difficult to state them all 
within the limits of a newspaper arti- 
cle. Reasons are as plentiful as black- 
berries. While it is true that the de 
mand for this conference comes from 
France and Germany, and is based on 
the agitation that is going on among 
the common people, it is also true that 
the governments of France and Ger- 
many are controlled financially by the 
owners of and gambsers in gold—the 
Rothschilds and those whom they admit 
to their partnership. The parliamentary 
assemblies of these bodies, responding 
to the popular, demand, have called for 
an international @gonference, but the 
cabinets that will appoint the delegates 
are controlled by the gold owners and 
men favorable to the gold interests will 
be appointed. 

At the proper time, eur correspond- 
ent will see that the whole question of 
international bimetallism will be made 
to turn on the attitude of England. Ger- 
many, France and the rest will declare 
their willingness to enter into an agree- 
ment if England will join them and 
then, after the adoption of some. resolu- 
tions, complimentary and otherwise, the 
conference wili dissolve and the silver 
question will be left precisely where it 
was before. 

If our correspondent asks why we 
doubt the willingness of England to en- 
ter into an international agreement, the 
answer is plain. It is not to England’s 
advantage to increase the value of sil- 
ver. Consequently it is not to Eng- 
land’s advantage to restore silver to its 
old place as a part of the world’s stand- 
ard money. That is to say, it is not to 
the advantage of England’s ruling class, 
which has invested its money in vari- 
ous quarters of the world. These debts 
due to England are payable, principal 
and interest in gold, and anything that 
increases the value of gold adds in the 
same ratio to the wealth of those whose 
debts are payable in gold. 

England’s gain from the increased 
and increasing value of gold is great- 
er than the losses sustained by her manu- 
facturers and her agriculturists, There 
have been severe losses, but the vast 
lincrease in the ‘wealth of England, 
brought about by doubling the value 
of every dollar of debt paid into her 
treasury, has vastly outweighed these 
losses. And there is another advantage 
to England in the increased value of 
gold that is not usually taken into ac- 
count by those who discuss this ques- 
tion. By increasing the value of gold, 
England has cheapened all of the pro- 
ducts of human labor, especially those 
which she is compelled to buy from for- 
eign eountries. Thus her consumers can 
buy their bread and cotton goods from 
the American farimers at prices that are 
really below the cost of production. 

With the same weight and fineness of 
gold that IXngland was compelled to 
pay for one bale of cotton twenty years 
ago, she can now buy three bales. With 
the same weight and fineness of gold 
that England was formerly compelled 
to pay for twenty bushels of wheat in 
1873 she cam now buy more than sixty 
bushels. It is easy to see how the Brit- 
ish gold standard helps the British, but 
we should be glad for any advocate of 
it to tell us how it helps the people of 
the United States or how it is likely to 
help then. 

We think if our correspondent will 
put on his thinking cap and study the 
situation for a moment, he will very 
readily perceive why it is not to the ad- 
vantage of the British nation to increase 
the value of silver and thus raise prices. 
To increase the value of silver would 
be to make gold cheaper by lessening 
the demand for it, and to raise prices 
would be to levy an additional tax on 
the pauper labor of Great Britain. The 
truth is, every effort that England has 

made during the past quarter of a cen- 
tury has been in the direction of cheap- 
ening silver in order that gold might 
be enhanced in value. 

She found willing tools to aid her in 
the republican congress of 1873, and 
twenty years later she found an admin- 
istration and a congress shameless 
enough not only to carry out her designs 
against the prosperity of the American 
people, but to boldly argue in favor of 
it. Such a crime as this, carried out 
with full knowledge of the consequences, 
ought to blast the reputation of every 
man who has put himself behind it. 


In conclusior, We say to our corre- |

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spondent that Great Britain is not like- | 


ly to surrender the immense, the intesi 
imable advantages whith the suppres- 
sion of silver in this country has given 
to her. 
last long is a question which we shall 
not undertake now to diseuss. That is 
& question for British statesmen to con- 
sider. For ourselves, we are concerned 
only in seeing our own people rescue 
themselves by applying the simple rem- 
edy which they have at hand. 

This remedy, simple as it is, cannot 
be applied if the voters are divided up 
into various parties and posses. Men 
who believe in the free coinage of sil- 
ver should sink all other differences of 
opinion, get together and vote into pow- 
er a president and a congress that will 
carry out their will. 


Chaingang Supervision. 

The opinion of County Attorney Kos- 
ser, submitted to the county commission- 
ers, at its last meeting, throws interest- 
ing light upon the conduct of chain- 
gings in Georgia and strongly empha- 
sizes the need of systematic supervision 
by the state. 

Governor Atkinson strongly urged in 
his message that the county chaingangs 
be placed under the supervision of the 
state penitentiary department. That 
this should be done there can be no ques- 
tion. The state has time and again 
been shocked by the stories of cruelty 
to prisoners in some of the chaingangs 
operated either by counties or by pri- 
vate individuals, and it is clear that 
there is looseness somewhere. 

It is a part of the plain duty of the 
state to see that the punishment meted 
out by the courts is properly adminis- 
tered, and seme state official or some 
department of the state’s government, 
should be responsible for this, in the 
case of misdemeanor convicts, just as 
the penitentiary department is responsi- 
ble in the case of felony convicts. 

Attorney Rosser shows that in many 
instances the law is being violated in 
the biring of convicts to individuals. In 
a recent decision of the supreme court 
it was held that “the county authorities 
had no authority to hire out convicts 
sentenced under the provisions of sec- 
tion 4310 of the code to a private indi- 
vidual whether being so hired they are 


worked in a chaingang or not.” The 
information which Mr. Rosser has is 


that the law is being constantly violated 
in this hiring out of convicts to indi- 
viduals, in some instances, it is true, 
to be worked by the chaingang system, 
but in many not even the form being 
preserved. It is an. open question 
whether all of these convicts could not 
be liberated by means of habeas corpus. 

Whether this is done or not, it is clear 
that there should be some change in 
this chaingang system. The addition 
of an assistant principal keeper of the 
penitentiary whose special duties would 
be to visit these county chaingangs and 
report on the state of affairs as he found 
it, would be a step in the right direc- 
tion. This would cost the state but lit- 
tle money and would be a great aid, not 
only from the standpoint of humanity, 
but in the proper administering of dis- 
cipline. It is to be hoped that the legis- 
lature at its next session will take steps 
to this end. 


Stuck in the Mud. 

The hard straits to which inferior 
nations are subjected in order to keep 
their standing with more pretentious 
rivals is well filustrated in the disap- 
pearance of the Mexican man of war, 
La Libertad. 

Four weeks ago this doughty vessel 
Slipped from her moorings in Vera 
Cruz, and steamed out to scour the gulf. 
The captain walked the deck adorned 
in gold lace and shining brass while 
the bronze-faced tars looked like em- 
bryo Nelsons, awaiting their chance for 
victory and distinction. From the flat- 
tened roof of the Hotel Deligencia Mil- 
itary Commandant Marti viewed the 
scene, and cheers went up from the 
throats of the garrison of San Juan 
d’ Ulloa. 

The gulf of Mexico is not such a large 
body of water that a man of war should 
be lost in her bosom. Yet no tidings 
could be learned of the whereabouts of 
La Libertad. The news of the wreck- 
ing of the Elbe had not been forgotten 
ere it was displaced by anxiety to hear 
from the overdue La Gascogne. With 
the assured safety of the latter ship, 
inquiry about the fate of La Libertad 
became intense. The gallant man of 
war’s man had not been sighted off 
Tampico, nor had a call been made upon 
Galveston. New Orleans, which was 
the objective point from Vera Cruz, 
could only stand, figuratively speaking, 
upon tip toe in the vain endeavor to see 
the mast rising out of the distant 
waters. The veteran captain, Senor 
Salva, could not have sailed out into the 
north Atlantic, else he would have made 
a friendly touch at Havana, nor could 
he have turned into the south Atlantic, 
for in that case he would have called at 
Progreso for some Yucatan gum, or at 
Frontera where he might have laid in 
a fresh supply of tortillas and frizoles. 

There was only one conclusion possi- 
ble after four weeks of disappearance, 
und that was that La Libertad had ven- 
tured out into the open gulf, and must 
have gone to the bottom. As a last at- 
tempt the ocean tug Underwriter vol- 
unteered to leave Port Eades and search 
the coast for wreckage. The tug was 
only a few hours out. when it came 
across the missing warship stuck among 
the rushes behind Timballier island. It 
seems that when Captain Salva left 
Vera Cruz his bunkers were but poorly 
supplied with coal and all he could do 
was to drift along until the shelter of 
Timballier island was reached when he 
concluded to drop anchor and wait to 
see what la manana would bring forth. 

It was a happy little crowd of Mexi- 
cans that stood upon the dock at Al- 
giers and beheld the Underwriter steam- 
ing into port with the stanch Libertad 
in tow. 


The First Tinge of Leprosy.

are the first victims. The men of the 
revolutionary era were hardy  back- 
woodsmen, inured to the hardships of 
frontier life and unaffected by the ef- 
feminacy which follows wealth and 
ease. The two generations following 
were the pioneers who kept pushing 
their way westward, while in the east 
there grew up a few cities filed with 
small tradesmen and close cutting mer- 


chants, Meanwhile old John Jacob As- 
tor was making a fortune in selling 


rabbit and coon skins, while Cornelius 
Vanderbilt experienced a boom with his 
ferryboat. Their fortunes became phe- 
nomenal for the time, but it was not 
until the civil war between the states 
that their properties assumed the values 
which they now hold. The shoddy con- 
tractors were shortly joined by the 
bonanza kings, and America had such a 


list of multi-millionaires as was hever 
presented to the world before. 

That the families of the bonanza 
kings, elevated from the pick ax and 


the Wash tub to the possession of daz- 
zling wealth, should bave gone to the 
dogs, Was almost to be expected. The 
scandals of Sharon, Tabor, Fair and 
Others were only the consequences of un- 
trained license. That there should be 
scandal, for much the same causes, in 
the families of the sboddy princes, was 
not surprising. 

Standing bigh above these people, 
drunk with riches, were the two New 
York families of Astor and Vanderbilt. 
They formed the heads ef two rival so- 
cial sets, which, while enjoying all the 
extravagances that money could bring, 
were, nevertheless, conservative. Both 
aimed at family perpetuation by keeping 
the bulk of their wealth in the hands of 
the head of the house, and the second 
generation, aud many members of the 
third. gave evidence of business quali- 
fications which might prove that the 
talents, as well as the names, of their 
founders were to be illustrated anew. It 
was with some degree of pride that 
Americans began to point to them as 
types of the superior American, made 
possible by the enjoyment of abundant 
meins, 

But the dry rot was theret The lep- 
rosy which has so often gnawed at the 
Vitals of great families, preparing the 
way for their fall, had taken hold. It 
seized the Astors when Mrs. Coleman 
Drayton became immersed in a scandal 
which makes her name a by-word in the 
divorce court. Hardly had the Drayton 
revelations been made than the wife of 
William IX. Vanderbilt exposed the 
amours of that degenerate son, and the 
recent decision, in which all her allega- 
tious are confirmed, must stand as the 
record of her husband's ruin. 

Ilappily we have a large reserve force 
from which to draw our men and 
women of the future, so that the. degen- 
eracy of a few social centers will not 
be sufficient to affect the body as a 
Whole. ; 


The Price of Cotton. 

A correspondent of The Constitution, 
Writing from Penfield, says: 

Editor Constitution—There seems to be a 
very general impression that if the acre- 
age in cotton for the year 1895 is reduced 
that the price will advance accordingly. 
Can this be possible while the financial 
condition of the country remains the same? 
While there will undoubtedly be a reduc- 
tion in the acreage, no one believes it 
will be of such an extent as to warrant 
a reduction in the crop of more than 2,000,- 
000 bales. Will this deficiency be suffi- 
cient to cause anything like a scarcity of 
cotton? But rather if the present strin- 
gency continues will not the people be as 
little able to consume the product from an 
8,000,000 bale crop as they are now to use 
the product from a 9,000,000 or 10,000,000 bale 
crop? I am a cotton farmer and if there 
is anything encouraging in the future [ 
would like to enjoy it in the prospective. 

The. impression to which our corre- 
spondent refers is based on the opera- 
tions of the law of supply and demand. 
Ordinarily this law operates without let 
or hindrance—that is to say, when condi- 
tions are normal and healthy, a supply 
that is not equal to the demand will 
cause the price of a commodity to rise; 
a& supply larger than the demand will 
cause the price to fall. But the fall of 
all prices, the result of the demonetiza- 
tion of silver and the consequent appre- 
ciation in the value of gold, has given 
rise to other conditions. 

The gold monometallists, however, in- 
sist that the law of supply and demand 
applies to all commodities except gold. 
Although the number of people depend- 


ing on the single gold standard has 
been inereased from about 47,000,000 


in 1873, when England and her colonies 


and Portugal were employing that 
standard, to 320,000,000 in 1895, the 


gold monometallists insist that this in- 
creased demand for gold has not en- 
hanced its value. 

Nevertheless, gold monometallism has 
had that effect. It has not only en- 
hanced the value of gold measured by 
other commodities, but it has brought 
about other conditions that have to be 
considered. There has been not only 
a depreciation of prices, but a partial 
suppression of demand—and this sup- 
pression of demand is the key to the 
business situation. Gold is so dear, 
when measured by commodities and The 
results of industrial enterprise, that the 
money based on it makes more profit 
when hoarded than it would be likely 
to make when put into business. 

The people get so little money for the 
products of their labor that they have 
none to spare in the way of trade. 
Thus demand is partially suppressed all 
around. We see this in the case of 
corn. There was a sbort crop in 1894— 
a very short crop—but the price was 
lower than in 1893. But for the short 
crop it would have sold for 30 cents a 
bushel. 

With respect to cotton we can only 
cite our correspondent to the general 
condition of affairs. A reduction of 
acreage may have the effect of prevent- 
ing a further fall in the price, but we 
doubt whether a seven-million-bale-crop 
would carry it back to 6% cents. 

The only remedy is in getting rid of 
the British gold standard.

jo Agreement Reached to Forma New 
Passenger Association. 


WOW WILL THE LINES ALL SIGN If 


Meeting of Represontatives of South- 
ern Roads Held Yesterday. 


ELEGTION OF NEW COMMISSIONER TODAY 


Negro Colonists Go to Africa—Other 
interesting News and Gossip 
of-the Railroads. 


The representatives of the great trunk 
nes of the south may well congratulate 
themselves upon the doings of the mass 
meeting held yesterday for the purpose of 
reorganiziis the oid passenger association. 

The session was characterized by the ap- 
parent determination of everybody present 
to do What was best for the common inter- 
ests of the roads they represented, and 
when the convention was called te order 
py the chajrinan, it was quite clear that 
the men had come for the purpose of 
knuckling aown to business and agrecing 
to whatever was right and equitable. 

The result was that before night the arti- 
cles of agreement were all adjusted to the 
satisiaction of those present, and the asso- 
ciation put in excellent shape, 

All that proved a stumbling block in the 
way of the meeting Was the question of 
how best tu levy the tax or assessment for 
thé sustenance of the association in the fu- 
ture. ln the past the passenger association 
has been supported by funds derived by as- 
sessing the roads that formed its member- 
ship accordiig to the mileage of the lines. 

There are about 1s,v00 miles of road in the 
association, and it is easy to see that with 
a tax of little more than a doliar a mile the 
mecessary Lunus can be secured for carrying 
the association through in the matter of liv- 
sng eXpehses. 

Yhere was 4 proposition before the meet- 
jng-yesterday for the tax to be levied only 
on the cumparative mileage of the roads 
that form the association, This means that 
the lines shou!d not have to pay the assess- 
ment on that mileage that lies in a territo- 
ry beyond the protective power of the asso- 
ciation, 

The Louisville and Nashville people were 
the first to make a puli tor this sort cf an 
agreement, They said that they would put 
only that part of their system in the asso- 
ciation extending trom Cincinnati to Mont- 
gomery, this being the part, according to 
their claim, that would be protected by the 
association, 

When the Louisville and Nashville people 
made this deciaration the Queena and Cres- 
cent folks, who are the deadliest rivals of 
the Louisville and Nashville, arose and de- 
clared that they would not enter the new 
association if the Louisville and Nashville 
only put in this much of their system. 

This Was the only difference that marked 
the otherwise harmonious session of the 
afternoon. 

The Louisville and Nashville and the 
Queen and Crescent are the two most vig- 
orous rivals im the association, They were 
the jines that started the recent row that 
proved fatal to the old association, their 
quarrel being taken up by competing lires 
elsewhere and finally extending over the 
entire territory of the association, 

lt is gratifying to the railroad men that 
these two lines have been so much more 
peaceable at this session than formerly, and 
that they have finally determined to come 
into the association, 

lt is believed that they will both sign the 
agreement when the time comes, and that 
there will be no further troubie in getting 
the association in proper shape,

LONE OFFER DROPPED. 


Poblic Buildings Committes Will Not 
Consider Mr. Steele’s Proposition. 


A MEETING HELD YESTERDAY 


Mr. Grant’s Now the Only Proposition Be- 
fore the Board—Some Amendments 
Suggestedto Mr. Grant. 


The city hall question has not yet been 
eoived by the comrittee on public build- 
ings and grounds of the council, which 


' committee has had under consideration for 


several weeks several propositions looking 
to the erection of a new city hall. 

The committee held a meeting yesterday 
afternoon and discussed the question for 
an hour or more, but adjourned without 
reaching an agreement on any plan that 
has been submitted to it. 

The proposition of Messrs. A. B. Steele 
and F. J. Ansley, which was the first one 
of the kind made to the committee, and 
which was to erect a “building suitable 
for a city hall to be leased to the city 
for a period of years, was considered by 
the committee, and a conclusion was 
reached that it- was not so favorable as 
the proposition submitted by Mr. John W. 
Grant. The latter gentleman’s proposition 
was not given a recommendation, however, 
it containing a provision that the commit- 


tee considered an insurmountable objec- 
tion. 

The Steele-Ansley proposition was that 
they would erect a buiiding on lois owned 
by them on Fryor street suitable for a 
city hall, to be used as a hotel during the 
exposition, and to be leased to tie city 
for five years at a rental to be based on 
the estimated cost of the building. When 
ligured out yesterday, the committee de- 
cided that the building would cost the 
ciity about $8,000 per annum, after deduct- 
ing the $2,400 annual military appropria- 
tion, the latter figuring in the caicula- 
tions on account of the plans providing 
for an armory in the building. The com- 
mittee thought that the city could not 
afford to pay that amount of rent, and 
decided to so inform Messrs. Steele and 
Ansley. 

Their proposition was a more expensive 
one on account of the large building that 
they proposed to erect. The gentlemen 
were invited to submit a proposition to 
erect the building and lease it at a stated 
rental, Dut, on consultation, they decided 
not to do that. 

Mr. Grant's proposition was looked upon 
with more favor by the committee, there 
being but one point of difference between 
him and the committee. it will be re- 
membered that Mr. Grant wanted the city 
to make a $10,000 investment in his building 
On account of the military armory feature 
of it, the amount to go to Mr. Grant when 
the proposed ten-year lease had expired, 
the city, however, being given the occu. 
pancy of, the building for the eleventh year 
tree of cost. 

The committee told Mr. Grant that that 
provision of his proposition was not look- 
ed upon with favor, and he was asked to 
amend it by submitting a proposition to 
rent to the city without other stipulations. 
He took the matter under advisement, and 
will probably make an additional proposi- 
tion when the committee again meets. 

Mr. Grant proposed yesterday to erect 
a building three stories high, with an 
armory attachment, af an estimated cost 
of $60,000, to be rented by the city at 35,000 
per annum and 6 per cent interest on 
the amount of the cost of the building 
Over $40,000, which would make the rental 
about $6,000, and the cily to pay the taxes 
on the property, which would make the 
total cost about $6,600 per annum. 

Members of the committee expressed a 
desire to have a proposition including the 
armory feature, but Mr. Grant was not 
prepared to make one of that kind unless 
the city would agree to take the building 
for ten years and invest $10,000. in the 
building to balance the extra cost of erect- 
ing a truss roof and making a drill hall 
out of the top stories of the building. 

Messrs. Howell and Miller, of the genera] 
council were present at the meeting as 
representing the military, and they took 
part in the discussion on the armory 
question. 

Chairman Welch and Alderman Harral- 
son, of the committee, were the only mem- 
bers present, Mr. Camp, the other member, 
being ill at his home. 

No time for the further -consideration of 
the matter was set by the committee,

Transportation Scheme. 


THE SOUTHERN’S FULL ARRANGEMENTS | 


Mr. Collier Submits a Dazzling Proposition 
Made to Him forthe Beer Priviisge 
at the Exposition Grounds. 


The executive board of the exposition yes- 
terday sat for about two hours, and cispos- 
ed of a number of important matters. 

Vice President Baldwin, of the Southern 
system, appeared before the committee and 
explained the arrangements made by him 
for handling the passengers between the city 
and the exposition grounds. 

There will be double tracks from the city 
to the grounds, and four tracks, both at the 
city and at the grounds, for Joading and un- 
loading passengers, When the trains arrive 
at the exposition grounds, passengers will 
leave them from the side at doors at ‘@# 
end of each seat, The rail will fall on that 
side, passengers will get in from the plat- 
form on the other side, and the train will 
return immediately, In this way trains will 
leave every four or five minutes, or a5 often 
as they can load and unload, Thus from 
twelve to fifteen trains an hour will pass 

over the tracks each way. 

Mr. Baldwin explained the character of 
the imdividual exhibit of the Southern 
Railway Company to be very elaborate and 
exceedingly handsome. The details of the 
plans are not yet ready to be given to the 
press. 

The question of the arrangement of space 
in the transportation building was taken up, 
and as there will probably be at least half 
a dezen handsome trains, including engines 
and coaches from various lines, Mr, Baldwin 
suggested that a shed be added to the build- 
ing for the trains, and that the entire floor 
space of the building proper be devoted to 
the transportation exhibits of another char- 
acter. 

The question of stain for the shingles was 
discussed very fully and the question of 
using stains made in Boston, Atlanta and 
other cities was considered very thoroughly. 
The matter was referred to a committee, 
and will be decided in a few days. 

For the State Building. 

Governor Atkinson reported arrangements 
by which the state building will be erected 
and plans have been ordered and are in 
preparation by Mr, Gilbert, the supervising 
architect of the exposition company, The 
building will cover from fifteen to twenty 
thousand square feet, and will be of a de- 
sign prepared for the purpose for which 
it is intended.

While the committee was in session, Dr. 
Zeballos, envoy extraordinary and minister 
plenipotentiary of the Argentine Republic 
to the United States, who is also commis- 
sioner for the Argentine exhibit to the ex- 
position, sent his card from the hotel, stat- 
ing that he would be in the city for a day. 
The committee resolved to call on the dis- 
tinguished gentleman in a body at 8:30 
o’clock at the Aragon hotel. 

Mr. Collier reported that he and Mr. 
Felder had under consideration the question 
of providing electric fountains, and re. 
ported estimates from three different con- 
cerns. 

Mr. H. M. Atkinson gave information of 
the offer of the gentlemen who designed 
the electric fountain at Chicago to make 
one for this company. The whole matter 
was referred to the building and grounds 
committee for recommendation.

Hubbard, Price & Co.'s Cotton Letter. 


New York, March 8.—Summary of Hub- 
bard, Price & Co.’s cotton letter: The effect 
of the large covering demand in the mar- 
ket yesterday and the consequent advance 
in prices has been to create a feeling that 
the improvement has been goo rapid, and 
that a reaction is in order, especially as 
the movement at the interior towns con- 
tinues to be largely in excess of other 
years. This opinion is not confined to 
New York, but is current in Liverpool and 
New Orleans. The trade, in anticipation 
of such reaction, has parted with what 
cotton they held and are now willing to 
see a decline, as they feel that a further 
advance would check the movement to- 
wards a decrease in the acreage. On the 
other hand sellers are not many. The 
feature of the market ali day has been 
the relative strength of the near positions 
as compared with the more distant de- 
liveries. This is due to the fact That there 
is a large short interest here for foreign 
account in the May option. The movement 
at the interior towns and at the ports 
proves to have been larger than antici- 
pated, but in the improved temper of the 
trade this is regarded. 


The Sun’s Cotton Review. 

New York, March 8.—Cotton advanced 2 
to 3 points, lost this and declined 2 to 4 
points, and later closed steady, with some 
early months 1 point higher for the day and 
later months 1 point off. Sales, 173,300. 
There was so much covering of May that 
May and June were close together. New 
Orleans advanced 1 point, but lost this and 
declined 4 points, and then recovered most 
of this, The sales were 37,800 bales. In 
Liverpool futures advanced 14 to 2 points 
and closed steady. Spot cotton there was 
unchanged, with a hardening tone; sales, 
14,000. in Manchester yarns were quiet and 
firm; cloths dull. Spot cotton here was 
quiet at a decline of 1-l6c; sales 615 for 
spinners. The southern spots were gener- 
ally steady to firm. : 

Today's features: The short interest has 
been reduced of late, and outsiders repre- 
sent a scattered and not very strong inter- 
est on the long side. The bullish argu- 
ments are the cheapness of the price first 
and foremost; then the possibility of a re- 
duced yield next season, and finally the 
possibility that the receipts in the near fu- 
ture may show-a material falling off. The 
buying by Weld & Co., Munn & Co., and 
other commission houses early in the day, 
together with more cheerful private reports 
from Liverpool and Manchester, explains 
the advance noticeable at the outside. But 
later on, when the buying subsided, the 
market relaxed and the early rise was lost, 
though in some cases there was a subse- 
quent rally. Some of the German element, 
who have latterly been buying pretty free- 
ly, turned out and sold today, and Stevens 
& Co. and other commission houses aiso 
sold some to realize profits. The members 
of the bear contingent say that they have 
no faith in the permanency of an advance 
while the receipts continue at anything like 
their present magnitude. Many a time in 
the past, many a time, indeed, during the 
present season, the market has gone up 
like a rocket and speedily come down like 
a stick. Still today an advance at a num- 
ber of the southern spot markets and big 
spot sales at Liverpool were encouraging 
features. It is true that the port receipts 
for the week, though they fell considera- 
bly below the estimates, were heavy, being 
24.000 more than in the same week of 1892, 
the last big crop year, and that the inte- 
rior receipts for the week ran ahead of the 
estimates. Nobody was looking for more 
than 65,000 yesterday, but they turn out to 
be close to 70,000. However, the market 
overrode the bearish features in the shape 
of liberal receipts and showed a degree of 
strength that surprised many. There was 
some new buying by outsiders. 


Riordan & Co.’s Cotton Letter. 


New York, March 8&.—(Special.)—The mar- 
ket was very active and choppy today, 
though the fluctuations were within a nar- 
row range. The buying was spirited, and 
but for heavy selling in the last hour by a 
German bear house prices would probably 
have gone higher. May fluctuated fever- 
ishly between 5.67 and 5.73. The close was 
very steady, with 5.70 bid for May. If Liv- 


erpool gives us moderate encouragement 
the advance is likely to continue, but 
whether the market shall react or not, 


everybody can see that the hopeless feel- 
ing about cotton no longer exists, and that 
henceforth the buyer will stand at least an 
even chance of profit with the seller.

4 He Is Indignant. 

Qsborn is very indignant. He says that 
he hes committed no crime, and rather 
than pay down the $100 he prefers to take 
a trip to the city works and handle the 
pick for thirty days. He comes in the role 
of a martyr. The privileges, he says, of 
an American citizen have been denied 
him. In his persecution the very principles 
of the declaration of independence are fla- 
grantly vidlated. Free speech is the self- 
constituted right of the republic, the foot- 
hold of all liberty and the corner stone of 
the government. He was denied it. As an 
adyocate of certain political principles he 
attempted to lift his voice in behalf of 
his party.' 

He was prevented and arrested by the 
police. Afterwards the law laid its heavy 
grasp upon him and by the recorder he 
was fined. He appealed from this decision, 
but the decision was affirmed. Here an- 
other bitter, burning wrong came in, The 
trial by a jury was denied him. A free 
man in a free country, and yet denied 
the privilege of putting his cause before 
the people of his country; denied the 
right to have his case pleaded before his 
feliow men. This base and glowing indig- 
nity he is compelled to submit to, but 
rather than give the authorities any pecu- 
nlary benefit, he comes to work out the 
sentence by the sweat of his face, 

This is the position of the leader and he 
talks over his wrongs volubly. 

When Osborn Was Arrested. 

It was in the memorable days of ‘33 
that Osborn advertised himself to speak 
from the stand of the old artesian well. 
He was a stanch disciple of the third party 
and had spread its doctrines broadcast 
ever the whole land. The day was the 
th of September. 

The day before he spoke Chief Connolly 
addressed him a letter, informing him that 
the mayor pro,tem. and the board of po- 
lice commissiorers had agreed that he must 
not speak on the streets, If he desired to 
speak it must be doné in some hall or pub- 
ie building. 

In defiance of this the lecturer circulated 
his posters all over the city, and on the 
Right in question mounted the stand before 
& wild crowd that had assembled to hear 
him, The streets in every direction were 
crowded, but among them was stationed a 
§tard of patrolmen especially selected for 
the occasion. 

Osborn got on the stand to speak. Chief 
Ccnnolly was there, too, and informed him 
that he could not make the speech, 

“I can’t help it,” said Osborn. “If you 
Want to arrest me, you will have to go 
mh for I intend to speak.” The crowd 
Waited, 


At last the speaker stepped out, 

“Friends and fellow citizens,” he said, “I 
&m here to address you as a free man, I 
Some to talk on some of the religious as- 
pects of the labor question. Now, my 
friends, the labor question—” 

He got no further; The chief had him

The defense was represented by Mr, Oscar 
Parker and Colonel W. C. Glenn, end the 
city by Colonel Fulton Colville. It was 
shown that Osborn had been notified that 
he could not speak in the opea air, but was 
told that police protection would be given 
him in any hall in the city, In addition to 
this letter from the chief, he was inform- 
ed personally by Captain Thompson that he 
would be arrested if he attempted to speak. 

The defense based its case upon the fact 
that there was no obstruction made by Os- 
born personally. The point was made that 
he spoke from a permanent gtructure, and 
that the crowd was not disorderly. The de- 
fendant made a statement to the effect that 
he had examined ine code and could not 
find any law against speaking in public, 
After argument on both sides it was decid- 
ed by Recorder Calhoun fhat he had vio- 
lated the law and a fine of $100, the limit of 
the law, was imposed. 

After consultation with his attorneys he 
decided to take the case to the superior 
court on a writ of certiorari, He gave bond 
and was released, 

A Public Meeting and Its Result, 

Several nights after the action of the re- 
corder a public meeting was held by the 
friends and followers of Osborn in the base- 
ment of the courthouse, 

As a result a set of resolutions was pass- 
ed. They condemned the action of the re- 
corder in the follawing language: 

“Resolved, By this meeting-of citizens here 
assembled, That we hereby condemn and 
enter our solemn protest against the arbi- 
trary, high-handed, illegal and atrocious 
outrage perpetrated by the city of Atlanta, 
not only on the rights of free speech, but 
on the freedom of the citizen, in the arrest 
and incarceration in a felon’s cell of our 
friend and associate, Mr, J, B, Osborn, not 
for his having violated the law, but simply 
for his attempting to make a speech in the 
interest of labor. 

“Resolved further, That we hereby pledge 
our moral and financial support to the bit- 
ter end in defense of our friend and asso- 
ciate and the principles he advécates,”’ 

These resolutions were adopted with loud 
cheering. 

And Now the Bitter End, 

The bitter end has come at last. After 
months of waiting the decision of the re- 
corder has been sustained by Judge Lump- 
kin and Osborn comes to “dig it out," 

He started into the police station shortly 
after 3 o’clock yesterday afternoon. He 
wore a determined look, an jold brown, 
straw hat and a long coat, He informed the 
officers of his mission and took a seat in 
silent resignation. 

What Osborn Says. 

“TIT intend te serve my full term out,” said 
Osborn with emphasis, “I saw the other 
day from The~Constitution where Judge 
Lumpkin had affirmed the decision of Judge 
Calhoun in putting the fine of $100 on me. 
Now, I do not desire to pay that fine nor 
do I wish any of my friends to pay it. 

“I am surprised that none of the officers 
came efter me before this. But I have 
broken no law and that is the reason that 
I came here voluntarily and gave myself 
up tothechief, Ithas never been proven 
that I broke any law and both judges know 
it. The law is plain, blockading the streets 
in itself does not constitute an offense, but 
refusing to disperse when notified by an 
officer does, No evidence showed that I was 
ordered to move or that the crowd was or- 
dered to move; neither did Chief 
Connolly nor any one else tell 
me to disperse the crowd. The 
only statement made by the Chief was 
that he had orders not to allow me to 
speak and that if 1 attempted he would ar- 
rest me. 

“I did attempt to and he made the arrest. 
When I was at the station house he offered 
to let me go, This shows that there was 
no law broken. 

“T'll tell you what it is. It is simply 
political prejudice aroused to such an extent 
as to use force and suppress free speech of 
an opponent, This is shown by Judge Cal- 
houn in putting the limit of the law on me. 

“I don’t want this fine hanging over me, 
I am going to make speeches this summer 
and I don’t want to feel this on my shoul- 
ders, Another grievous offense was that 
I was not allowed a trial by jury.” 

Osborn has made up his mind, Last night 
he rested upon one of the iron bunks of the 
station house in a dark cell, comforted only 
by his convictions. 

This morning it is possible he will be driv- 
en out to the city stockade where he will 
handle a pick or shovel if he keeps his in- 
tentions for the next thirty days. 


THIGPEN IS IMPROVING. 


He States That Friends Deceived Him. 
Short $4,500. 

Waycross, Ga., March 8.—(Special.)—The 
attempted suicide of T. T. Thigpen, Jr-, tax 
collector of Ware county, and the story of 
his defalcation of $4,500 of the county’s 
funds, caused a sensation in this section. 
Mr. Thigpen had paid the state tax. His 
bond is good and the county will not lose, 
Mr. Thigpen returned from Brunswick yes. 
terday and informed his wife that he had 
been deceived by friends whom he had 
trusted with sums of the county funds, He 
said that he was short in his accounts and 
intended to kill himself. He threatened 
to shoot himself through the head with a 
pistol if his wife made an alarm. He then 
drank a pint of whisky and two small [ot- 
tles of laudanum. Mrs. Thigpen gave the 
alarm and Dr. Spence, of Waresboro, and 
Dr. Walker, of this city, were summoned. 
Mr. Thigpen is a prominent citizen of 
some means and he has splendid family 
connections. He will recover and may 
possibly protect his bondsmen from loss.

It is mani- 
fest then that the boundary line between 
Spain and Holland, in 1810, wherever that 
may have been, is the rightful boundary 
between Great Britain and Venezuela to- 
day; and since they cannot agree 
this divisional line, why not refer the mat- 
ter to friendly arbitration? 

“This is all that Venezuela asks, or has 
ever asked since 1841. For some reason, 
however, not very clear to thase who 
favor an act of simp justice, England 
has hitherto declined to submit her case to 
arbitration; and for more than half a 
century past she has been induSsgtriously 
utilizing the delay in settlement ‘by ex- 
tending her aggressions, until she now oc- 
cupies not only the whole of the disputed 
territory, but hundreds of leagues beyond 
it. Worse than all, she has boldly fortified 
positions and set up de facto governments 
in what she herself has hitherto repeatedly 
acknowledged to be Venezuelan territory. 

“Is this thing to be allowed tc go on 
indefinitely? If so, then the Monroe doc- 
trine of 1823, which for seventy-two years 
has been part of ine public law of this 
continent, must be unconditionally aban- 
doned at once and forever. I venture to 
suggest that the people of this country are 
not yet prepared for such an act of pusil- 
lanimity. ‘The reasons on which the Mon- 
roe declaration was based, and which led 
to the international status of England and 
the United States with respect to the South 
American republics, nearly three-quarters 
of a century ago, have lost none of their 
force by lapse of time; and to disclaim that 
declaration now and undo a status, the 
wisdom of which has been attested by the 
experience of more than two generations, 
would lead to intefrational disputes and 
complications, the @ntt and consequences 
of which no man can: foretell. 

"It was eminently proper, therefore, un- 
der all the circumstances,,that the presi- 
dent ef the United States should, in his 
annual message, strongly recommend a 
reference of the Guayana boundary dis- 
pute to impartial arbitration; and it was 
equally proper that both houses of the 
United States congress should second this 
recommendation by the joint resolution re- 
ferred to.

The Fate of Cuba.

But whatever one may think of this mat- 
ter, and even if he believes that the revo- 
lution was engineered from the United 
States, as many claim, the fact remains 
that under the most favorable auspices it 
is impossible for Spain to govern Cuba from 
&@ distance, It is, perhaps, natural that she 
should cling to her last possession in 
America, even if it proves a burden; and 
there are many Cubans who cherish a sen- 
timental feeling for the mother country, but 
tuis sentiment cannot prevent the relations 
between the two countries being abnormal 
and impossible, and they will have to be 
changed into complete independence, or the 
semi-independent pusition that Canada .6c- 
cupies toward Great Britain. We doubt 
whether even this will make Cuba prosper- 
ous, Or all the Cubans satisfied. The dirft 
of the island has been steadily toward 
the United States. Although its people 
still cling to the Spanish language, the 
trade of the island is with the United 
States; all its business and financial con- 
neclions are here, and the two countries 
have come closer and closer together. 
Against all the efforts of the Spainiard, 
Cuba is becoming Americanized, and it will 
sooner or later enter the American union. 
No observer can fail to see that this is its 
destiny; indeed, had we Americans been 
a people who cared for foreign adventure, 
had we not been so engrossed in «ur own 
affairs at home as to prevent us from mak- 
ing any efforts toward winning Cuba, the 
“ever faithful isle’’ would long since have 
been a state of the American union. The 
present trouble ought to hasten that event, 
convincing Spain of the futility of her ef- 
forts to secure peace in Cuba by any re- 
forms and disgusting her with a colony 
which is no longer a bonanza, but a burden 
and expense. The proposition, as old as 
Jefferson’s day, for the purchase of Cuba 
by the United States, and renewed a short 
time ago by Senator Call, will soon be in 
order again, and it is possible that Spain 
will be disposed to give it most favorable 
consideration.

The Petition for Permanent Injunction 
Against the N. C. & St. L. 


IT IS SET FOR A HEARING neunl 


The Probabilities Are That It Will Ge 
Over a Week~-More of the 
Lucile Park Matter. 


The hearing of Seaboard Air-Line’s peti- 
tion for an injunction to prevent the Nash- 
ville, Chattanooga and St. Louis road from 
taking any part in the boycott declared 
against the Seaboard Air-Line by the 
Southern Railway ané@Steamship Associa- 
tion, of which the Nashville, Chattanooga 
and St. Louis is a member, is set for a 
hearing before Judge Lumpkin today and 
is the fifth on the docket. " 

There is a strong probability that the 
hearing will be sent over another week 
unless some of the other cases are Gis- 
posed of without very lengthy hearings. 
The first hearing for today before Judge 
Lumpkin is that of Loeb, Livingston & Co., 
et al. against 8. Thanhouser & Sons. This 
petition promises to develop some lengthy 
arguments, and if entered into will con. 
Sume nearly all of the day. 

Both Vice President E. St. John and 
President R. Curzon Hoffman, of the 
Seaboard Air-Line, are in the city to at- 
tend the hearing. They are confident that 
the court will grant a permanent injunc- 
tion and that the Nashville, Chattanooga 
and St. Louis will be allowed to take 
no part in the freight boycott. 

At present the Nashville, Chattanooga 
and St. Louis is under a temporary re- 
Straining order. When the Seaboard Air- 
Line entered into a contract with the Nash- 
ville, Chattanooga and St. Louis to use 
the tracks of the latter road from Howell’s 
mill it was stated in the contract that 
the Nashville, Chattanooga and St. Louis 
should not discriminate against the Sea- 
board Air-Line. When the order came 
from the Southern Railway and Steamship 
Association for for ail the roads to boycott 
the Seaboard Air-Line for alleged violation 
of the freight rates the Nashville, Chatta 
nooga and St. Louis was about to obey 
the instructions. President Thomas in- 
tended to carry out the orders of the asso- 
ciation, although it is said that his sympa- 
thies are cleariy with the Seaboard Air- 
Line. 

Just before the boycott was to go into 
effect, King & Spalding, acting as attor- 
neys for the Seaboard Air-Line, presented 
to Judge Lumpkin a petition setting forth 
the facts, stating and alleging that any 
refusal on the part of the Nashville, Chat- 
tanooga and St. Louis would be a dis- 
crimination against the Seaboard Air-Line 
and would be a violation of the contract 
with that road. It is this matfer that will 
have to be decided by Judge Lumpkin 
today if the hearing is had. 

It Was a Knise Alarm. 


On the night of March 6th Judge Lump. 
kin signed a restraining order against the 
male Investment Company to prevent it 
from ‘having the tracks torn up, as it had 
sought to do. This order was transmitted 
to the elerk’s office on March 7th and for 
some reason was not served on the Hale 
Investment Company. 

Yesterday morning Colonel Latham and 
Mr. W. A. Lambdin, attorneys for the 
property holders at Lucile Park, called at 
the sheriff's oftice and wanted to Know 
why the papers had not been served. In 
the meantime Mr. Henry Haralson in- 
formed the sheriff that another raid was 
in contemplation by the Hale Investment 
Company and that men were on their way 
out to tear up the track. Sheriff Barnes 
deputized two newspaper men, and, accom- 
panied by Deputy Sheriff Hill, went to 
the scene. He found Mr. Bass Haralson, 
a brother of Mr. Henry Haralson, and was 
told that nothing had gone wrong. Mr. 
Bass Haralson was armed with a Winches- 
ter rifle and was engaged in watching 
the track: 

The order restraining the investment 
company wasS served on the officers yes- 
terday. 

The Loeb-Livingston Case. 


An important matter is that of Loeb, 
Livingston & Co., et al. against S. Than- 
houser & Sons, owners of The Fair. Fraud 
is alleged in the matter of certain mort- 
gages that were given.

ROMANTIC BOCA DEL TORO. 


Legend of Morgan, the Buccaneer, 
and His Buried Treasure. 

One of the most romantic spots to be 
found along the Caribbean coast is the lo- 
cation of the town of Boca del Toro, on the 
isthmus in the extreme northern limit of 
the United States of Colombia, says the St. 
Louis Republic. According to the descrip- 
tion given by Colonel Devine the town is 
situated on a small island or key, as it is 
called there, in the beautiful Chiriqui 
lagoon. This lagoon is about twenty-five 
miles square and is dotted with small keys, 
which are covered with luxuriant tropical 
vegetation. The trees are brightened with 
the plumage of beautiful birds, that lend 
a wonderful effect of bright colors. The 
air is laden with the sweet perfume of 
growing spices. The lagoon is a portion of

details it rivals the famous treasure trove 
of Captain Kidd. During the fifteenth cen- 
tury all this country was under Spanish 
rule, but the whole section was overrun by 
the ancient bands of buccaneers under the 
able leadership of Morgan.

Brown Wouldn't Peach on Pride Until 
He Was Fined. 


PRIDE PUT THE TURKEY ON BROWN 


He Declared That Brown Was the Cause 
of His Troubles—The Day in 
Judge Westmoreland’s Court. 


It is a matter of everyday remark that 
a negro is said to have a wonderful predi- 
lection for chickens. Jokes innumerable 
have been perpetrated with this weakness 
of the colored race as a basis, and in many 
instances they are placed in the attitude of 
purloiners of chickens. 

It may safely be said that the negro loves 
chicken best when it is fried. But to the 
exclusion of all other of his likes has his 
regard for chicken been pulled to the front. 
When a wegro is arrested and brought be- 
fore the justice of the peace the natural 
question seems to be, “Uncle Jeems, where 
did you get those dominecker chickens?’ 

Now, there is a new cult in the colored 
race. Having tired of chicken every day 
and Sunday too, this new class has turned 
to the néxt best thing—turkey. 

Very seldom, indeed, is it that a negro is 
arrestec for turkey stealing, but that has 
been the fate of both George Brown and 
Jesse Pride, The circumstances surround- 
ing the case amply justify a reiteration of 
the old quotation, “Pride goeth before a 
fall.” 

It was somewhere about the holiday times 
that George Brown, accompanied by a col- 
ored friend, was in the rear of the Aragon 
hotel yard. A wagon, loadéd with pro- 
visions, was in the same enclosure, No one 
was looking. A tempting turkey lay in 
full view of the hungry men. They gazed 
at the turkey with wistful, envious eyes. 
Brown's companion hesitated but a short 
while, then grabbed the turkey and ran, 
The alarm was given and pursuit was in- 
stant, but the turkey was not recovered. 

Brown did not run. He was wise and re- 
mained; that is, he thought he was wise. He 
was arrested for complicity and denied the 
charge. He felt sure that nothing could be 
proved against him and stoutly averred 
that he did not know his companion, When 
he was put on trial before Judge Westmore- 
land last Tuesday, Brown still held out and 
declared that he was innocent and did not 
Know the guilty party. The jury believed 
that he was very nearly innocent, but the 
fact that he had been seen talking to the 
other negro was sufficient to raise a doubt 
in the minds of the jurors. Thus, it was 
that Brown was convicted of stealing the 
turkey and fined $25 or sentenced to four 
months in the chaingang. 

Af‘er he saw that escape was impossible 
for him Brown confided to the deputy sher- 
iff that he did know the name of the man 
that stole the turkey and was ready to tell 
it, He named Jesse Pride and told where he 
lived, A watch was kept for Pride and he 
was arrested and brought Lefore judge 
Westmoreland yesterday morning for a 
hearing, When he was arraigned Pride ad- 
mitted that he stole the turkey, and said 
that George Brown was in the plot to steal 
it. Pride, in fact, declared that Brown urg- 
ed him into the deed and that following 
srown’s advice he appropriated the turkey 
and fled at full speed. 

Pride was given the same punishment 
meted out to Brown, and they wiil work 
their sentences out side by cide. 

Some of the Other Cases. 

Jerry McClure, charged with trespassing, 
was found guilty and given $25 and costs or 
four months in the chaingang.
